EMERGENCY AID FUNDING SOURCES

 Tarleton Food Pantry – Funded by donations

 Emergency Fund – Originally funded by the Tarleton Foundation; Individual donors have added since

 Emergency Loans – Previously funded by the Tarleton Foundation



FUNDING CHALLENGES

 Limited resources to address competing needs

 Difficulty distinguishing between true emergency needs and poor money management

 Inability to help students with a high Estimated Family Contribution (EFC), but little parental support

 Inability to loan university funds for needs other than tuition, fees and books
